Just 
two weeks ago, I found a1900 and 1910 census record of my’ grandfathers 
sister there. She was LAURA HAGANS PINSON. 


A print out of my earliest ancestors is enclosed. In the last 30 days, we 
think we have found the name of Edward's father and mother. We think it may 
have been CHARLES HAGANS married SARAH (SALLY) PULLEN in Georgia ca 1813. 
There is also some evidence that Edward may have been born in 1814 instead of 
1813 as I have it. 


Edward was born in Georgia, Martha born in Alabama and their 4 children were 
born in Alabama. I have not found a legal record of the marriage of Edward 
and Martha. 


John Jay Hagans moved to West Texas about 1885 or 1886 after the death of his 
first wife. 


Laura married John D. Pinson in Alabama, lived in Clay county (North of 
Alexander City and Goodwater) until they moved to Mississippi sometime 
between 1885 and 1900.

EDWARD SIMEON HAGIN, JR. (#2 above) b. 1782 in Wilkes County, GA. first 
married Sally Youngblood, then Hearty (or Hearly) Ann Porch. They had a son, 
EDWARD HAGIN III b. 1807 in Clark County GA. 


It is well documented that EDWARD HAGIN, III, DID NOT LEAVE GEORGIA AND COME 
TO COOSA COUNTY AS WE HAD THOUGHT. 


UNLESS EDWARD HAGIN, JR. HAD TWO SONS NAMED EDWARD, (which is not likely), 
THEN EDWARD/GILLY AND EDWARD/MARTHA COULD NOT BE THE SON OF EDWARD/HEARTY. 


BILL SHERWOOD gave me a copy of the genealogy on the Hagin family of Edward 


Hagins/Elizabeth/Hannah. I'll get it on the computer soon if some of you want 
a copy. 
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FROM JORITA HAGINS 
(I should mention here that Jorita has been in the hospital with surgery and 
is not yet able to consult her records at home. In addition, she has some 
personal problems in getting those records brought to her.) 


"Edward Hagins is the son of the Hagins that settled in N.Y. His 
grandfather and brother are the original settlers that came to the 
states, with 3 women, in (about) 1652. The grandfather landed in the 
N.Y. area, went to Penn., inter-married a cousin named Laura, moved to 
South Carolina. The son was either Jeromonie or Benjamin. He married 
first in S.C. and second in GA. as you have it. 


Edward's great Uncle moved to Missouri, Ala., Georgia, S.C. and changed 
the spelling to Hagins. (The brothers had a fight). 


His son, Able Benjamin Hagins, was my great grandfather. 


The Martha that you have is the second Martha. The first Martha was the 
great grandfather's second wife, was also a distant cousin, and came 
directly from Ireland in about 1680. She was real young when she 
married, about 14 or 16, and he was about 45 or 50." 


Although the above is not clear to me, Jorita mentioned that she will make it 
all clear when she can get to her charts and other material. This is the first 
time I have heard from any one who has an idea of when the original Hagans 
came over from Ireland. 


This is about all I have that I can report at this time. I'll have some time 
in the next 4 weeks to put some more on the computer. I've learned that you 
have to put something in the computer before you can get something out of the 
computer. Remember, I have to doa lot of fishing, too! Then, in Oct., I'm 
going down to Texas to "get in a little grandbaby loving time"!

In some instances I "guess" at a date and/or place 
and follow it with a "2?" to indicate "estimated". When you receive your print 
out of your ancestors, be sure to correct and/or verify dates and places and

MELBA HAGAN reviewed the Minutes of the Old Shiloh Baptist Church at the 


Samford Univ. Library in Birmingham, They now have this document on 
microfilm. Also, she contributed the Minutes of the Fish Pond Primitive 
Baptist Church, established in Coosa County, AL, in 1842, and these are also 
on microfilm. Neither is indexed but she did write down all the names of 
people who joined Fish Pond prior to the year 1900. I have that info on the 
computer as Elizabeth Hagans, sister of Edward Hagans (my gr grandfather), 
was a charter member. Some of the others included Sherrod P. Hagans, a Martha 
Hagans (unidentified), Lorena Hagans Watson, and others. Write to me if you 
want a name checked. 


Since this list includes "date & reason for leaving", it was especially 
interesting to me. This church forbade men to sit with their wives; men were 
required to sit on one side of the church; the women on the other. 

In the Samford Univ. Library, we found a good account of THE WILLIAM PULLEN 
(1757-1845) FAMILY. We think he may have been a brother to the father of 
Sarah (Sallie) Pullen Hagans. If some of you are interested in that, let me 
know. (send 4 stamps or 73 cents for postage). 

About WILLIAM HAGAN - from "NORTHERN ALABAMA HISTORICAL & BIOGRAPHICAL" 
reprint from an 1888 publication by Smith & DeLand, Brigham, AL - reprinted 
1976. (Copied in Samford Univ. Library in Birmingham - T. Hagan) 


“William Hagan, born in Denmark, April 9, 1845, is a son of Carl Fredrick & 
Elizabeth Hagan. He came to this country in 1863, landed at Quebec, going 
thence to Chicago, where he followed his trade (that of moulder) for several 
years. Soon after the late war, he came South on a prospectiong tour, and in 
1872 located at Rome, GA, and remained until 1879. In that year he came to 
Gadsden, where, in partnership with John Flynn, he established a_ small 
foundry and machine shop. In 1883, Mr. G.E. Line came into the firm, and they 
organized and established the Gadsden Foundry and Machine Works, with a 
capital stock of $10,000. This was the first working concern started at 
Gadsden, and the success of the enterprise has been even greater than it's 
founders ever expected. 

Messrs. Hagan & Flynn purchased Line's interest in the foundry and 
Machine Works in March 1887, and are now it's exclusive owners. 

Mr. Hagan was married in September, 1872, at Rome, GA, to Miss Jennie 
Martin, and their two children are named, respectively, Daisy and Fredrick. 
Mr. & Mrs. Hagan are members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and Mr. Hagan 
is a member of Knights of Honor and Knights of Pythias." 


Note: I was especially interested to learn of one named HAGAN coming from 
Denmark instead of Ireland or Scotland! 

About JAMES HAGAN - IL. picked up an article about a James Hagan from "A 
HISTORY OF ALABAM AND DICTIONARY OF ALABAMA BIOGRAPHY" vol 3 - by Owens. The 
following info is condensed from that article. " Born 1821 in Ireland and 
died in Mobile, AL. Came to America with his father who was a farmer in PA." 
Was "a member of an old Irish family, some members of whom emigrated to 
Louisana about the year 1800 --"', He became a Brigadier General in the C.S. 
Army. "Two uncles of Gen. Hagan served under Gen. Jackson at New Orleans. The 
Hagans were successful merchants in New Orleans and Mobile and owned large 
estates in LA and MS. He married Bettie Oliver, daughter of S.W. Oliver of 
Conecuh." In another article from ALABAMA - HER HISTORY, RESOURCES, WAR 
RECORDS, & PUBLIC MEN from 1540 - 1872 by Brewer , we learn that one of 
James' uncles was "John Hagan, a wealthy merchant of New Orleans ---" . 

Note: If someone wants a copy of these articles, let me know. 
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About SAMUEL PERRY HAGIN of Ragland, AL - from "A HISTORY OF ALABAMA AND 
DICTIONARY OF ALABAMA BIOGRAPHY" vol 3. - by Ownens. Condensed info: 

Born near Ragland in Calhoun County, AL, 14 Mar 1868. Son of James M. Hagin, 
a native of GA born in Atlanta, and went to Etowah County in 1863. James was 
a farmer and died in 1903 at age seventy five. Samuel went to school in 
Gadsden until age 21. He was a clerk in Phillips Bros (merchandising) & J.F. 
Hensey (company ?). Moved to Ragland and entered the store of J.R. Brown. In 
1898, he became a member and director of the Ragland Coal Company, as Vice 
Pres, and also manager of W.T. Brown's store and commissary. A Democrat, 
member of Free & Accepted Masons, lodge 515, and Knights of Pythias, 186, 
Ragland. He wedded Esther Brown in 1890, a daughter of Oakley Brown and 
Catherine (Lawrence) Brown, a resident of Talladega County, and afterward of 
St. Clair. Three Children: James E.; Eva; & Mamie Lee ".

I 
have entered it into the MOBILITY file but have not identified Edward yet.

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EDWARD & HEARTY PORCH HAGIN - For some time, we have searched for the truth 
about the children of Ed & Hearty (Harty?) Porch Hagin/s. After a lot of 
searching, deductive reasoning, hope, tears, etc., Woodrow Boyett and I have 
come to. the conclusion that we now have a reliable accounting for the 12 
children of Edward & Hearty. Granted, some of it is not fully documented but, 
it is the best we can do. Keep in mind, THIS IS A FIRST PRINTING. If anyone 
has reliable info that this account is not correct, please advise. 


Edward Hagins was born in Wilkes County, Georgia ca 1782. In 1802, he moved 
to Clarke County, GA with his parents and is listed in the Clarke County Tax 
Digests from 1811 to 1821. In the 1830 census, he is found living in Campbell 
County, GA. He bought land in Talladega County, Alabama in February and 
September of 1836 and is listed in the 1840 Census of Talladega County. In 
the 1850 census, he is found living in Coosa County, AL. 


Edward first married Sally Youngblood, daughter of Peter and Susannah 
Youngblood cf Seuth Carolina, on 8 Jan. 1807 in Richmond County, GA. She died 
before 1812 in Clarke County, GA. 


CHILDREN OF EDWARD AND SALLY YOUNGBLOOD HAGIN 


(1) Edward Hagin, III ‘ b; 1807 in Clarke County, GA. 
m: Parthenia Scroggins 
(2) Elizabeth Hagin b: 1809 in Clarke County, GA.

After Sally died, he married Hearty Porch on 29 Oct. 1812 in Clarke County, 
GA. She was born in 1795 in North Carolina.

(3) <A male child, probably their oldest, fits in here born between 1813 and 
1820. He was still at home and unmarried in the 1840 census. NOTE: 
We have not been able to definitely establish who he married or 
even if he married at all. 


Doc: census records of 1820, Clarke County, GA shows 1 male child 
age 0-10; 1830 Campbell county, GA shows 1 male child 10-15, & 
1840, Talladega county, AL shows 1 male child 20-30. Also 
reconciles the "12 children of Edward & Hearty" from MEMOIRS OF 
MISSISSIPPI. There is no census record that we could find, on this 
child after the 1840 census. 


(4) Elizabeth b: 1816 
Married DeNarbus W. Hughes on 07/17/1836 in Coosa County, AL. The 
marriage bond was signed by Edward Hagan. 
Doc: We have records from descendants of this marriage as well as 
census records. 


(5) Mary b: 1818 
Married John Spivey in Coosa County, AL on 11/19/1840. 
Doc: At one time, it was belived that Mary was the wife of Robert 
Thomas Mallory. A Pinson Family Bible has proved that to be in 
error. 


(6) Sherod P. b: 1822 
Married Mary Brewer on 08/06/1839 in Talladega County, AL. 
Doc: This has been well documented through descendants of Sherod P. 
& Mary Brewer Hagin. NOT&: This is the family of Dr. Garrett Hagan 
in Sylacauga, AL. 


(7) Another male child fits here, born between 1820 & 1825. 
Doc: Census of 1830 shows "1 male child age 5-10". Census of 1840 
shows "] male child 15-20". It should be noted here that this male 
child does not show up on any later census records. May have died 
young. 


(8) Martha A. b: 1824 to 1826 
Married Harley Jackson Hughes on 05/10/1842 in Coosa County, AL. 


Doc: Martha and Elizabeth married brothers named Hughes. Documented 
by descendants. 
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(9) Charles B. b: 1826 
Married Louisa M. Ware 10/27/1853 in Coosa County, AL. 
Doc: This family is well documented in Census records and 
Missiissippi Archives inciuding "MEMOIRS OF MISSISSIPPI" which 
quotes Charles B. as saying he was "one of 12 children belonging to 
Edward & Hearty. 


(10) Hearty E. b: 1830 

Married Josiah Smith 03/21/1848. 

Doc: This marriage took place in Coosa County, Alabama. We do not 
have conclusive evidence to prove she is a daughter of Edward & 
Hearty. However, we believe she is because (1) her name; (2) She is 
living very near Edward & Hearty in the 1850 Federal Census; (3) 
She would make the 12th child as quoted by Charles in MEMOIRS OF 
MISSISSIPPI. 


(11) David ¢. b: 1833 never married 
Doc: MEMOIRS OF MISSISSIPPI says he never married when quoting 
Charles B. Hagin. 


(12) James b: 1836 722 
We have very little information on James but the 1850 Census 
records of Coosa County, AL do verify that he was a son of Edward & 
Hearty. 


(13) Sara A. b: 1838 
married William Perry Bullard 03/17/1856 in Coosa County, AL. 
Sara (perhaps the "A" stands for "Ann') moved to Mississippi with 
William Perry Bullard. We have spoken with descendants of this 
marriage and verified the documentation contained in Alabama and 
Mississippi records. 


(14) Amaranth b: 1839 
married William Newton Deason 03/03/1861 in Coosa County, AL. 
Doc: Census, Alabama & Mississippi records.

C. P. Hagan to C. P. Mahon. I failed to copy the date of this change. 

(Editor's note: From another source, I learned this name change came about when 
C.P. Hagan, wanting to marry a Mahon girl, agreed to change his name to Mahon in 
order to claim a large dowery provided by the girl's father. She was an only child 
and there was no other way to perpetuate the name of Mahon. The father insisted on 
the name change and substantial financial consideration was provided.) 

Re: DANIEL HAGIN, JOHN HAGGIN, THOMAS HAGGIN - A letter from Donna Cousineau 
included some lengthy, but interesting, info on the above names. From her letter - 
"This proves that John & Thomas Haggin were in KY as early as 1779 and were out of 
State until 1785/1786. This is when they must have been in NC. Since they were in 
a party who came from PA I believe they came from PA to KY then to NC and back to 
KY." Anyone wishing a copy of this material, it is from Ardery KENTUCKY RECORDS, 
Vol IL - KENTUCKY COURT AND OTHER RECORDS. I can make a photo copy for you.

HAGIN-HOLLAND WHITE OAK TREE - Mr. Hubert G. Holland has written a paper, 
published in The Dallas (County - Georgia) New Era, on "THE HAGIN-HOLLAND WHITE 
OAK TREE" grown from an acorn planted by Archibald and Elizabeth Hagin Holland in 
1836. The tree is seventeen feet in diameter at the base and has been designated 
an Official State Seed Tree by the Georgia Forestry Commission.

We have records that Edward's father, Edward b: 1755 SC, was born in 
"Wrightsborough, South Carolina". After several letters and replies to authorities 
in SC, I felt the community of Wrightsborough near the present city of Augusta was 
likely his place of birth in 1755. 


However, in light of the above information, it seems possible that 
"Wrightsborough, SC" could easily have been located in what is now Georgia or 
Alabama.
